$620m, 

The new posted price, on the basis 
of which taxes and royalties are 
calewated, Includes $3.20 as a per- 
manent increase plug 25 cents as 
fre‘ght premium. This premium will 
be variable, presumably subject to 
the reopening of the Suez Canal 
and the availability of tankers. 

The agreement, signed separately 
by each off company, also provides 
for increasing the 50 per cent in- 
come tax rate by five per cent, with 
a pledge by the compantes to pay 
the price difference from 1965 to 
September 1970 on the same basis 
and iets agreed upon last Sep- 
tember. 


Under the agreement the perma- 
nent posted price will be increased 
annually by 2.5 per cent plus seven 
cents, to cover world wide inflation. 

A major concession by Libya was 
to accept the companies’ offer of a 
five-year agreement. Initially it 
wanted an agreement without any 
time Mmitation. 

Iz London, oll company authorities 
yesterday hailed as a major advan- 
tage the five-year stability of Libyan 
oil prices. One of the immediate 
effects of the deal will be that Brit- 
ish motorists face another rise In 
petrol prices. Britain takes more than 
20 per cent of its oil from Libya.

Insurance firm’s fall 
pertinent here

At the beginning of March, 

"™ 800,000 motorists and other po- 
licy-holders in Britain received a 
rude shock: the “Vehicie and Ge- 
neral," with assets of almost 
£25,000,000, was going into liqui- 
@ation. The next day many motorists 
rushed to seek other cover. They 
soon found that most leading Bri- 
tish insurers had increased motor 
Premiums by 15 per cent ἰὼ 35 
Per cent. But the fate of those 
with claims outstanding was far 
‘worse. 

The reasons for V and G's col-

that time motor insurance has been 
& probiem-child the world over 
and many insurers have had to 
subsidize it from the profits of 
other departments. This is hoth 
bad business and obviously not 
reasonable. Growing motorization 
further aggravates the situation:

Surance accounts for a larger alice 
of the total premium-income. Rate~ 
increases, when approved, were 
usually too small and too late. Dif- 
ferent companies have tried various 
remedies. but none have found a 
real cure. Then, in 1961, three new

Productivity in the private sec-~ 
tor, excluding home construction, 
rose by +5 per cent a year in the 
period 1950-65, according to Dr. 
A.L. Gaathon, of the Bank of Is- 
rael's Research Department. 

In a book entitled “Economic 
Productivity in Israel,” published 
in English by Praeger of New York 
and released yesterday, Dr. Ga- 
athon shows that higher producti- 
vity accounted for over a third of 
the increase in output — the re- 
mainder being the fruit of extra 
labour and extra capital. 

Israel's growth in output was 
much higher than that of most 
advanced countries during the 
1950s, averaging 11 per cent per 
annum — the next highest being 
West Germany, with 74 per cent 
(France showed 4.5 per cent and 
‘Britain 2.4 per cent). But a break- 
down of the factors causing 
growth shows that productivity 
played a smaller share in Israel's 
case than in any of the other 
countries except Canada. Dr. Ga- 
athon's explanation is that a good 
deal of the investment in Israel — 
as in Canada — during those years 
was concerned with  infra-struc- 
ture (the construction of roads, 
ports, schools, hospitals, etc.) — 
and their impact on production

The ‘Supreme ah aimee = 
8, against a judgment e 
tent District Court, delivered 
on March 24, 1970 (in S.C. 104/681. 

‘The appellants had applied to the 
Jerusalem District Court for pro- 
bate of a document signed by the 
date Israel Zubirj, purportmg to be 
8 witnessed will. The respondent 
objected to the application. 

The District Court refused to 
grant probate of the will because 
it contained a defect, in that the 
wiinesses to it had not attested 
that the deceased had declared be- 
fore them that it was his will, 
and because the Court had some 
doubts as to its genuineness. 

Section 25 of the Succession Law, 
1965, provides that: “Where the 
‘Court hes no, doubt as to the ge- 
nuineness of a will, it may grant 
probate thereof notwithstanding 
any defect with regard to 
the signature of the testator or of 
witnesses, the date of the will, the 
procedure set out in Section 20 to 
23 or the capacity of the wit- 
nesses.”* 


In the-appeal against the District 


Court decision, Mr. 8. Toussia-Cohen ἡ 


appeared for the appellants and 
‘Mr. Mulor for the respondent. 
dudgment 

‘Mr. Toussia-Cohen had brought 
the two-fold argument that the Dis- 
trict Court had not construed pro- 
perly the term “genuineness” in 
section 25: it had connected this 
term with the question of the tes- 
tator’s soundness of mind at the 
time he signed the will.

RELUCTANT 
SOLOISTS 


The israel Broadcasting Symphony Or- 
ehegtra, Mendi Redan, canductor; Sha- 
roné Tel-Oren, flute; Carmen Or, piano; 
Haim Yuval, oboe; Ayr: Bornstein, 
viola; the Ysrael Broadcasting Choir, 
by Akiva Talmi (YMCA An- 
Gitorium, Jerusalem — March 80).

was one of those orchestral 
concerts which the 
Broadcasting Orchestra devotes en- 
tirely to soloists and concerti. The 
medium of the concerto allows for 
so much variety in style, form 
and content, that the addition of a 
purely symphonic work to such a 
programme seemed unnecessary. 

Curiously enough, however, all the 
soloists, except perhaps the pianist, 
seemed reluctant to play a soloist's 
role. Admittedly, the flute in the 
Bach Suite is an integral part of 
the orchestral score, but Sharona 
Tel-Oren’s tone volume is 950 res- 
tricted that her instrument could 
rarely be heard over and above the 
String body, though her technique 
15 impeccable, 

Carmen Or, a young, vivacious 
Pianist, has command of a quite 
impressive digital fluency end has 
undoubted musical qualities of no 
mean standard. But why does she 
work so hard? Why does she over- 
dramatise Beethoven's harmless snd 
pleasantly playful piano concerto 
(written in 1797, at the age of 
27, still very close to the language 
of Josef Haydn)? This music is to 


be enjoyed by the artist as by the 
eudience, and not to be interpreted 
In such 8 heart-searching manner 
and with such brachial strength. 
Mendi Rodan made the orchestra 
Sweetly sing out its interludes, thus 
saving at least part of the original 
character of the work. Carmen Or 
is a most gifted pianist who now 
needs to direct her attention more 
to the musical content cf works. 
Natra’s Suite for Oboe was in 
the proven hands of Haim Yuval, 
who played hig solo part with so- 
lid workmanship and unfailing tech- 
nical prowess. Without any attempt 
of individual interpretation, the part 
appeared more as an orchestral 
voice than a solo personality in 
contrast or in dialogue with the 
string ‘group.

Bonn releases 
planner of 
final solution’ 


Jerusalem Fost Reporter 
HAIFA. — Mr. Tuvya Friedman, 
Director of the Nazi War Crimes 
Documentation Centre and chairman 
of the World Jewish Federation of 
Victims of the Nazi Regime, on 
Friday sent a protest to the West 
German Justice Minister, against 
the recent release of the former SS 
Gruppenfuehrer Dr. Werner Best. 

Dr. Best, who served as Deputy 
to Reinhard Heydrich, and was an 
early member of the Nazi perty, 
was allegedly responsible for pre- 
paring plans for the “final solution”. 
In September, 1939, he ordered the 
murder of the Jewish intelligentsia 
in Poland. He was sentenced to a 
long prison term in Denmark after 
the War, but was pardoned after 
some time, for having given the hint 
which enabled the Danish under- 
ground to save the Danish Jews 
from deportation and extermination. 

He was recently released in Ber- 
Tin on the grounds that ihe could not 
be personally charged with murder, 
but only with aiding manslaughter, a 
crime to which the Statute of Limi- 
tation applies. 

In hts letter, Mr. Friedman noted 
that his release was a travesty of 
justice, and proved once again that 
only the “little men” who actually 
carried out the murders under the 
Nazis need fear retribution.

Sonal reaction, Mr. Galili said that 
the Egyptian proposal meant that 
if Israel] should consent to the open- 
ing of the Canal, the Egyptian

Soviet Army with it. Israeli forces 
would have to pull back from the 
anal and Egypt would agree to 
temporary truce. 

True, Mr. Galili went on, it is 
not stated to what distance the Is- 
raeli forces should withdraw, but 
it is clear that this will be a stage 
towards total withdrawal. This, the 
Minister stressed, is absurd. It can- 
mot represent a basis for Israeli 
agreement. 

In reply to a further question. 
Mr. Galili said: “In general, Israel 
is prepared to discuss the opening 
of the Canal with Egypt separate 
from other issues, on condition that 
the fighting is not renewed, Le. that 
the cease-fire is maintained 
manently. On that basis, all kinds 
of arrangements can be worked out 
which I am not prepared to dis- 
cuss in public, just as I am not pre- 
pared to discuss in public the legal 
aspects of this problem.”
